W ashixotox, May 7.—The senate yes­ 
terday agreed to an amendment to the 
smidry civil bill, revoking the order of 
President Cleveland, made on Feb. 22, 
last, establishing forest reservations ag­ 
gregating 17,000,000 acres. 
The debate 
brought ont much criticism 
of Mr. 
Cleveland's order, Senators Pettigrew, 
Wilson, Tum ef, Rawlins and White 
«peaking against it. 
Mr. Gray of Dela­ 
ware defended the course of the presi­ 
dent, pointing out that it was the result 
of an inquiry authorised by congress 
and conducted by the National a<«demy 
of science. 
Mr. Allison endeavored to have the 
amendment restricted so os to have the 
question of revocation to the pre sident, 
but he was defe »ted on a yea and nay 
vote—14 to 32. 
Mr. Gorman made a 
point of order against the amendment, 
but this, being submitted to the senate, 
was defeated—38 to 2.5. 
The amend­ 
ment was then agreed to without divis­ 
ion. 
Another amendment agreed to pro- 
vid*** for a continuance of the investiga­ 
tion of the condition of the fur seals in 
Bering sea. 
The sundry civil bill was passed late 
in the day.

N ew Y ork, May 7.—Fifty or more 
men disabled and one dead was the rec­ 
ord of the New York fire department at 
a fierce fire in Chambers street last 
night. 
The fire was in the large cold 
storage warehouse of the Merchants’ 
Refrigerating company, and it was the 
fumes of ammonia and the heaviest o f 
smoke that struck down firemen almost 
by the dozen. 
The call for ambulances 
was as rapid as the call for engines.

A thens, May 7.—Austria and Ger­ 
many have joined the other prwers in 
proponing mediation 
between GrtH*ce 
and Turkey.

Crown Prince’s Army Retreats to 
Domokos From Velestino.
